Win fred Riley , a fireman on the B. 
& (>. S-W., who was fatally in ju red 
Mon day morn in g n ear Flora, HI., died 
y esterday ev en in g at a hospital at 
Oln ey , 111., where lie was tak en soon 
after he was hu rt. 
He had been em­ 
ploy ed in the serv ice of the compan y 
for abou t fou r y ears, an d was soon 
to be promoted to en gin eer. 
The y ou n g fireman w a s in ju red 
abou t eight o’clock while firin g an 
en gin e pu llin g west bou n d passen ger 
train No. 3. 
As the train n eared 
Flora, a Hu e in the en gin e blew ou t 
fillin g the cab with steam an d smok e. 
When the flu e bu rsted, there was a 
lou d report an d it is su pposed that 
Mr. Riley became ex cited an d ju mped 
from the en gin e. 
Ju st as he left the 
cab the en gin e was passin g ov er a 
deep cu lv ert an d he stru ck his head 
again st a con crete abu tmen t, fractu r­ 
in g his sk u ll an d cau sin g other in ju r­ 
ies abou t his body . 
As soon as the lin e bu rsted, the en ­ 
gin eer, Michael Griffin , of Washin gton 
pu t ou t the fire an d when the steam 
an d smok e cleared u p, began to look 
for his fireman . 
When he fou n d that 
he was n ot abou t the en gin e he k n ew 
that Mr. Riley had ju mped an d the 
crew began a search for him. 
lie 
was fou n d in the bottom of the cu l­ 
v ert, bu t u n con sciou s an d in a seri­ 
ou s con dition . 
He was remov eiL.at 
on ce to the hospital at Oln ey , bu t a f ­ 
ter an ex amin ation the phy sician s an ­ 
n ou n ced that he was fatally in ju red 
an d cou ld n ot liv e bu t a short time. 
Had he remain ed on the en gin e he 
probably wou ld hav e n ot been in ju red, 
as there was bu t little dan ger from the 
escapin g steam. 
James Lester, of this city , was flag­ 
man on the train , an d when he heard 
the sou n d of the bu rstin g flu e he wen t 
to the rear platform to see if either of 
the en gin eu ien hau ju mped, as i> some 
times the case in su ch acciden ts. "H e 
was u n able to see the u n fortu n ate 
fireman who was ly in g in the cu lv ert, 
an d thou ght both men had remain ed 
on the en gin e. 
Later when Mr. Riley 
was fou n d, he was n ot recogn ized by 
Mr. Le* der, who did n ot learn the 
n ame of the in ju red fireman u n til sev ­ 
eral hou rs later. 
The en gin e in which the flu e bu rst­ 
ed was the secon d on e the crew had 
tak en 
at 
Washin gton . 
When 
the 
train first ran to the shops the en gin es 
were chan ged, bu t the train did n ot go 
far u n til it was fou n d that the en gin e 
was defectiv e an d the train was re­ 
tu rn ed to the shops an d after a delay 
of some time the secon d en gin e was 
secu red. 
It is thou ght that the flu e 
which blew ou t was defectiv e an d n ot 


ferred to the Illin ois div ision , an d 
sin ce that time an d made his tempor­ 
ary home at Washin gton . 
He was 
twen ty -three y ears of age, hav in g 
been born October 14, 18 8 6. 
He was 
a member of the Order of Railway 
Firemen an d of the Modern Woodmen .

His paren ts an d

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T WAS nearly -10 rears ego that the 
United 
States 
government 
first 
awoke to the necessity of conserv­ 
ing the aquatic 
resources 
of 
the 
country, and began those operations 
In behalf of 
fishes, fishermen 
and 
fish-eaters that have now7 
attained 
such gigantic proportions. 
Several of the states had already 
established their local fish commis­ 
sions or boards when in 1871 con­ 
gress took the initial step toward a 
national fishery service by the passage of a 
Joint resolution creating the office of commis­ 
sioner of fish and fisheries. 
The early years of the bureau of fisheries 
were devoted to an investigation of the con­ 
dition of the fisheries of the Atlantic 
coast, 
Great Lakes, and other sections; to studies of 
the interior and coastal waters and their in­ 
habitants. and to exploration of the off-shore 
fishing banks. The cultivation of useful fishes 
was soon taken up throughout the country and 
quickly attained large proportions. 
The natur 
al expansion of the w7ork was materially aug 
mented from time to time by acts of congress, 
and in a comparatively short time the opera­ 
tions came to have a very wride scope. 
From year to year, as the importance of the 
work has become increasingly evident, addi­ 
tional hatcheries have been built, the capacity 
of existing hatcheries has been enlarged, the 
scale of the operations has been extended, and 
new kinds of fishes have been added to the 
output. 
Today there is scarcely a phase of aquicul­ 
ture. of the fishing industry, or of biological 
and physical science as connected with the 


streams was centered at six hatcheries 
and 
subhatcheries in 1909. 
At one of these the 
principal species handled is the Atlantic sal­ 
mon, at four the shad, at three the 
yellow 
perch, at two the white perch, and at one the 
striped bass. 
In recent yearS the bureau has 
operated a shad hatchery on the Delaware riv­ 
er. and has detailed the steamer Fish Hawk 
for shad hatching in Maine, New Jersey, North 
Carolina and Florida. 
The central station, in 
Washington, is operated largely for experimen­ 
tal and exhibition purposes. 
In order to counteract the effects of 
the 
very exhausting fisheries of the Great Lakes, 
the government has maintained hatcheries for 
many years, and now operates six belonging to 
the United States and two belonging to the 
state of Michigan. The fishes to which atten­ 
tion is given are those which enter most large­ 
ly into the catch of the fishermen, namely, the 
wbitefish, cisco, lake trout, and pike perch, the 
annual output of which now exceeds one and a 
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waters, that does not come within the purview 
of the bureau. 
It is conceived tc* be the better policy to ex­ 
pend a small amount of public money in ma­ 
king fish so abundant that they can be caught 
without restriction and serve as cheap food for 
the people at large, rather than to expend a 
much larger sum in preventing people 
from 
catching the few7 fish that still remain after 
generations of improvidence. 
Public or government fish-culture In Ameri­ 
ca exceeds in extent and importance that of 
al! other countries combined. 
However, the 
neglect of some of the states to provide the 
minimum protection to certain species inhabi 
ting Interstate and international waters has 
not only negatived the fish-cultural work of the 
bureau and of the states themselves, but has 
practically inhibited it by preventing the pos­ 
sibility of securing an adenuate supply of eggs, 
thus making desirable and necessary the pla­ 
cing of interstate and international waters un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the general government 
At the end of the flrs<r ten years of the bu­ 
reau’s existence, the fishes that w7ere being 
regularly cultivated were shad, carp, chinook 
salmon, Atlantic salmon, land-locked salmon, 
rainbow trout, brook trout and whitefish, in ad­ 
dition to which the propagation of several oth­ 
ers had been undertaken experimentally. 
The 
list now is six times as long and the annual 
output is ten times the aggregate for the ten- 
year period ending in 1881. 
The main energies are devoted to the im­ 
portant 
commercial 
fishes—shad, 
whitefish, 
lake trout, Pacific salmons, white perch, yel­ 
low perch, cod. flatfish and the lobster, which 
are hatched in lots of many millions annually. 
More widely popular, however, are the distri­ 
butions of the fishes of the 
interior 
waters 
which are generally classed as game fishes. Al­ 
though representing only about 10 per cent, 
of the output of the hatcheries, this feature 
of the work is very Important, for It supplies 
choice kinds of fish for public rivers, lakes and 
ponds, and for fishing preserves and private 
poods and streams in all parts of the United 
States. 
The fishes most in demand for thege 
purposes are the land-locked salmon, the dif­ 
ferent species of trout, the grayling, the basses, 
the crapples, the sunfishe*, and ’he catflshes, 
but various others also are handled. 
Fish-cultural stations are established 
by 
special act of congress, and the’r location and 
eon%truction are determined after a 
careful 
survey of the available sites in a given state. 
The usual buildings are the hatchery proper, 
a residence for the superintendent and his fam­ 
ily, and necessary outbuildings. 
At some sta­ 
tions there may also be power house, foreman’s 
or fish culturist’s dwelling, mess hall and sta­ 
ble 
The only permanent marine hatcheries are 
in Maine and Massachusetts, where the cod, 
pollock, flatfish, and lobsters are hatched in 
immense numbers. 
Other sea fishes that have 
in previous years been artificially propagated 
and may again come under the hand of the 
fish-cult.urist are the haddock, the scuppaug, 
the sheepshead, the sea bass, the mackerel, and 
the squeteagne, some of which were hatched 
on the steamer Fish Hawk, in Chesapeake bay 
• «ad Florida. 
The fish-cultural work on the eastern coast 
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half billions. 
Under arrangement with 
the 
( anadian authorities, two egg-collection sta­ 
tions for whitefish, cisco, and lake trout are 
maintained at points in Ontario. 
While surveying a new “bank” on the coast 
of Alaska, the government steam er Albatross 
in 20 minutes made the e xperimental catch of 
cod and halibut shown in one of our illustra­ 
tions. 
As a result of explorations of the Al­ 
batross on the Pacific coast, fisheries of great 
importance have been established there. 
The hatcheries on the rivers and lakes of 
the Pacific coast are devoted almost exclu­ 
sively to the various salmons. 
In California, 
where the bureau established a salmon hatch­ 
ery as early as 1872, there is one central or 
main station, at Baird, on the McCloud river, 
with important collecting stations on two other 
tributaries of the Sacramento. 
In Oregon a 
central hatchery at Oregon City, on the Wil­ 
lamette river, has three subhatcheries on trib­ 
utaries of the Columbia, in Oregon and W ash­ 
ington, and three subhatcheries on tributaries 
of the Rogue river, Oregon, in addition to sev­ 
eral egg-collecting station 


The Interests of the large salmon fisheries 
of the Puget Sound region are safeguarded by 
a hatchery on Baker lake, on the Skagit river. 
A significant feature of artificial propagation 
on the Pacific seaboard Is that in the Columbia 
basin the batching of the acclimatized shad has 
begun on a small scale, and in the Sacramento 
basin the cultivation of the acclimatized striped 
bass has commenced under conditions which in­ 
dicate that more eggs of this species may be 
obtained in California than in any of the states 
to which the fish Is native. 


The hatcheries In the interior regions con­ 
stitute the most numerous class, and their 
output reaches the largest number of people. 
Their operations are addressed chiefly to the 
so-called ’’game” fishes, which, while 
caught 
mostly by anglers, nevertheless constitute an 
important element of the food supply. At these 
stations large numbers of fish are reared to the 
fingerling or yearling sizes before 
being 
re­ 
leased; for this purpose more or less extensive 
pond areas are required. 
The fish-cultural work of the federal govern­ 
ment has now attained a magnitude that can­ 
not readily be comprehended, and is increas­ 
ing at an exceedingly rapid rate. 
Especially 
marked has been the increase in the hatchery 
product during the past ten years, owing in 
part to the extension of operations at existing 
stations, and in part to greater efficiency of 
methods and appliances. The work during the 
fiscal year 1909 reached larger proportions than 
ever before, over three billion fish being pro­ 
duced and planted. 
While the bureau does not lay undue stress 
on mere numbers and considers the vitality 
of the fish and the conditions under which they 
are planted as of paramount Importance, the 
foregoing figures are certainly very suggestive 
and as a further statement of the magnitude of 
the fish-cultural work, it may be of interest 
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to record that the aggregate output of the 
hatcheries from 1872 to 1909 was about 28 bil­ 
lion, of which over 13 billion represents 
the 
work of the past six years. 
In making his original plans for the sys­ 
tematic Investigation of the waters of the Uni­ 
ted States and the biological 
and 
physical 
problems they present, Commissioner Baird in­ 
sisted that to study only the food-flshes would 
be of little importance, and that useful conclu­ 
sions must needs rest upon a broad fouudation 
of investigations purely scientific in character. 
The life history of species of economic value 
should be understood from beginning to end. 
but no less requisite Is it to know the histories 
of the animals and plants upon which they feed 
or upon which their fod is nourished; the his­ 
tory of their enemies find friends 
and 
the 
friends and foes of their enemies and friends, 
as well as the currents, temperatures, and other 
physical phenomena of the waters in relation 
to migration, reproduction and growth. 
In pursuance of this policy the bureau has 
secured the services of many prominent men of 
science, and much of the progress in the arti­ 
ficial propagation of fishes, in the Investigation 
of fishery problems, and in the 
extension 
of 
knowledge of our aquatic resources has teen 
due men eminent as zoologists who have been 
associated with the work temporarily. 
Their 
services have been the services of specialists 
for particular problems, and through them the 
bureau has not only been able to give to the 
public the practical results of applied science, 
but has contributed to pure science valuable 
knowledge of all forms of aquatic life. 
The importance to the fishing interests of 
the work of the bureau in connection with the 
economic fisheries is widely appreciated and 
freely acknowledged. 
The statistical inquiries 
of the bureau afford the only adequate basis 
for determining the condition and trend of the 
fisheries and the results of legislation, protec­ 
tion, and cultivation. 
Among the numerous 
special m atters in which the bureau has bene­ 
fited the fisheries the following may be men­ 
tioned : 
By bringing to the attention of 
American 
fishermen new methods and new apparatus, 
new fisheries have sometimes been established 
and new fields exploited. 
By the introduction of cod gill nets the win­ 


ter cod fishery of New England was revolu­ 
tionized. 
In a single season shortly after the 
use of such nets 
began 
e 
few 
Cape 
Ann 
(Gloucester) fishermen took by this means over 
8,000,000 pounds of large-sized fish, and as much 
as $50,000 has sometimes been saved annually 
in the single item of bait. 
By the dissemination of information regard­ 
ing new fishing grounds important 
fisheries 
fiave been inaugurated. 
Thus when the abun­ 
dance of halibut off the coast of Iceland was 
made known by the bureau, a fishery was be­ 
gun which yielded from $70,000 to $100,000 an­ 
nually to the New England fishermen. 
Owing to the appalling mortality among the 
crews of the New England fishing 
vessels, 
caused in large part by the foundering of ves­ 
sels at sea, the bureau many years ago under­ 
took the introduction into the offshore fisheries 
of a type of craft which would combine large 
carrying capacity and great sped with 
en­ 
hanced safety. 
By correspondence, discussion 
in the daily press, personal 
interviews, ex- 
hibtion of models and finally by the actual con­ 
struction of a full-sized schooner (the Gram­ 
pus), with the requisite qualities, the bureau 
was tmabled to inaugurate a momentous change 
in the architecture of fishing vessels; so that 
for a long time the New England schooners 
have been constructed on the new lines, with 
a consequent minimizing of disasters and a de­ 
cided increase in efficiency. 
In other fisheries and regions the bureau 
has likewise advocated improved types of ves­ 
sels and boats especially adapted to local con­ 
ditions, and has published plans and specifica­ 
tions embodying the results of studies of the 
fishing flotilla of the world. 
The results of the bureau’s efforts in this 
line in saving life and property, in increasing 
the usefulness of the vessels, and In improving 
the quality of the catch as landed, cannot be 
estimated, but the beneficial effects may be 
partly appreciated when it is stated that during 
the ten years ending in 1883, when the old 
types of vessels were in use, there were lost 
by foundering from the port of 
Gloucester 
alone, 82 vessels, valued at more than $400,000, 
with their crews of 895 men, while during the 
ten years ending in 1907, the losses from this 
cause aggregated only a fourth as many vea 
sels and men.

At the opening of the nineteenth 
centu ry the mu sical leadership, which 
Italy had enjoy ed for a considerable 
period, had passed to Germany , and in 
the tweu tieth centu ry it appears as if 
Germany wou ld also lose this-ex alted 
position in its tu rn, for In the field 
of art no nation can long hold the 
leadership. 
Perhaps 
the 
indu strial 
and commercial dev elopment of Ger­ 
many may be one of the cau ses 
why 
the nu mber of its great composers is 
decreasing; for thou gh prosperity is 
no obstacle to the enjoy ment and cu l­ 
tiv ation of art, y et it does not seem to 
form a specially fav orable soil for the 
growing masters of this noble art. 
When 
the 
nineteenth 
centu ry 
dawned Ilach, Ilaendel and 
Mozart 
had raised German mu sic to a pin­ 
nacle of glory , and Beethov en 
and 
fection as today . 
Chamber mu sic has 
Hay dn were at the zenith of their 
splendid powers, while Liszt, Weber, 
Kreu tzer and Schu bert had 
begu n 
their immortal careers. 
Before Bee­ 
thov en died, Mendelssohn, Schu mann 
and W agner had been born. This was 
therefore a golden age of mu sic with 
an u nex ampled array of peerless mas­ 
ters and u neq u alled mu sical work s. 
Comparing the present age with that 
gloriou s time, we are compelled to 
admit that today there are no giants 
in mu sical composition, for the three 
greatest composers of the present, Ed­ 
v ard Grieg, Anton Dv orak and Rich­ 
ard Strau ss, only the last named a 
German, do not reach u p to the stand­ 
ard of the heroic age. 
Bu t thou gh there are today no Ger­ 
man composers of commanding ge­ 
niu s, y et there has nev er been a time 
when their work s were so highly es­ 
teemed and produ ced with su ch per* 
reached the highest stage of dev elop­ 
ment in Germany . 
In England also mu sical edu cation 
has reached a high degree of perfec­ 
tion, bu t England nev er 
produ ced 
many composers and none of com­ 
manding geniu s. 
Richard Elgar has, 
howev er, su ceeded in meeting with so 
much approv al that he is being reck ­ 
o ned among the great composers. The 
majo rity o f British and Irish com­ 
po sers, howev er, are content to fol­ 
lo w in the footsteps of German mas­ 
ters; the later ones, thou gh following 
their o wn ideals, lo v e to walk abroad 
In the mantle o f Wag ner o r Brahms. 
France has for three centuries o c­ 
cupied a pro minent place o n the mu­ 
sical stag e and her g reat 
masters, 
Bo ieldieu, Auber, Hero ld, Adam and 
Cho pin o ffer much that is interesting 
and v aluable. 
Yet it must be 
ad­ 
mitted that here the tendency was 
mainly to write fo r the o pera and fo r 
the pro ductio n o f lig ht and friv o lo us 
music. 
Of a mo re serio us and no bler 
character are th* mo dem 
musical 


dram atists Berlioz, Gou nod and Mas­ 
senet, and it is with pleasu re that, the 
lov er of mu sic In its higher 
forms 
notes the dev elopment of a school u n­ 
der the leadership of Caesar Frank 
which giv es special stu dy to the no­ 
bler forms of sy mphony and to cham­ 
ber mu sic, and the dep and earnest 
compositions of Camille, Saint-Saëns, 
who has followed German models, are 
becoming more popu lar. 
Saint-Saëns, 
thou gh 71 y ears old, lately trav eled in 
this cou ntry . 
Bu t if France has in modern times 
fu rnished 
few 
important 
contribu ­ 
tions to mu sical literatu re, Italy has 
done still less, thou gh this cou ntry 
produ ced an u nbrok en line of great 
composers from Montev erde in the 
six teenth centu ry to Verdi 
in 
the 
nineteenth. Of the newer Italian com­ 
posers, who for the most part wrote 
only su perficial, ex trav agant and sen­ 
su al work s, only 
Pietro 
Mascagni 
achiev ed a genu ine su ccess with his 
beau tifu l and fiery “Cav alleria Ru sti- 
cana.” 
Pu ccini also, the composer of 
“Tosca” and “La Boheme,” has gained 
(he respect of the mu sic-lov ing pu b­ 
lic. 
The newest field of mu sical compo­ 
sition and v irtu osity has been opened 
by Scandinav ian and Slav ic compos­ 
ers and v irtu osi. 
This field is, lik e 
the new Siberian 
and 
Manchu rian 
w’heat fields, produ cing immense re­ 
su lts. 
Both the Scandinav ians and 
the Slav s hav e, greatly to their own 
adv antage, made tho folk -song 
the 
starting point of their compositions, a 
fu ll, bu bbling, ex hau stless spring 
Of the Slav peoples two nationali­ 
ties hav e of late done great things in 
mu sic; the Ru ssians and the Bohemi­ 
ans. Both hav e only in the nineteenth 
centu ry begu n to mak e a repu tation 
for themselv es. 
Since Glink a in 18 40 
produ ced mu sical treasu res from the 
Ru ssian folk -song, mu sical taste has 
dev eloped in Ru ssia and frs now bear­ 
ing abu ndant fru it. 
Bu t today ev en Ru sisa recognizes, 
as does the whole world, tty at 
the 
great German masters will remain 
models for all time to all nations. 
In Bohemia the 
greatest 
repre­ 
sentativ e of the mu sical a rt—and per­ 
haps also the greatest of the later 
composers—is Anton Dv orak . 
In his 
mu sic the national element is ev en 
more prominent than in that of the 
Ru ssians, bu t the 
tragic ' melancholy 
which is so often so noticeable in 
Ru ssian mu sic is here replaced by liv e­ 
ly , fiery melodies. 
The 
Bohemians 
hav e specially produ ced great v iolin 
and piano play ers. Who does not k now 
the pianist Paderewsk i and the v iolin­ 
ist Ku belik ? 
What 
triu mphs 
(hey 
and oiher artists among their cou n­ 
try men reaped in America! 
So that 
today when an artist* appears with a 
Bohemian name, this is almost in it­ 
self a su fficient introdu ction and then 
it is wonderfu l to see, how' ev en Amer­ 
icans can spell and ev en pronou nce 
the most w'onderfu l names. 
The o ther Euro pean co untries, Ho l­ 
land, Belg ium, Spain, Po rtug al 
and 
Greece hav e fallen far in the rear In 
matters 
musical. 
Switzerland 
has 
pro duced sev eral co mpo sers o f mer­ 
it who pro duced especially so me fine 
"Alpenlieder” fo llo wing German mo d­ 
els. 
America baa no t y et pro duced a co m­ 
po ser o f the first rank, and y et Amer­ 


ican mu sic is more and more mak ing 
a way for itself. 
A good deal of this 
mu sic, it is tru e, is still composed of 
“Coon Songs” and “Rag Time” pieces, 
and v ery often an insu lt to an edu cat­ 
ed mu sical ear. 
Bu t good mu sic is al­ 
so coming to the front. Ten y ears ago 
it was not considered possible in Eu ­ 
rope that a mu sical composer cou ld 
be born in America. 
American inv en­ 
tiv e 
geniu s. 
American 
machinery , 
American farming methods, American 
commerce and trade—those were u n­ 
deniable facts of respectable propor­ 
tions, bu t American mu sic? The day 
of 
really 
great 
and 
distinctiv ely 
American mu sical composition is still 
in the fu tu re. 
American 
composers 
hav e attempted 
sy mphony and ora­ 
torio. bu t their work s rest 
on du sty 
sh elv es 
A s a m atter of fact only on« 
American firm has u ndertak en to pu b­ 
lish these work s. 
The rendering of mu sical composi­ 
tions, howev er, in America also, 13 on 
a v ery high plane. 
In Instru mental 
mu sic mu sicians of the Teu tonic and 
Slav ic 
races 
predominate, 
thou gh 
there is no lack of American perform­ 
ers also. 
Instru mental 
mu sic 
has 
reached su ch a high degree of perfec­ 
tion that the beginner, striv ing 
to 
reach the pinnacle of fame, finds 
al­ 
most 
insu perable 
difficu lties. 
Thu s 
far American performers seem to be 
most su ccessfu l in 
v ocal mu sic. 
The 
time when Italian singers monopolized 
the field is past. 
German and Ameri­ 
can singers, mu le and female hav e of 
late gained great repu te in this field. 
Orchestral mu sic lik ewise has reached 
a high degree of perfecVon and is lib 
erally patronized by all classes of the 
people, and as might be ex pected u n­ 
der the circu mstances, th» bu ilding of 
mu sical instru m ents of all k inds has 
here reached a stage of perfection ex ­ 
ceeded nowhere else. 
Bu t in the field 
of mu sical composition, especially in 
popu iar song, thre is still a wide and 
v irgin field awaiting cu ltiv ation and 
dev elopment. 
What 
we 
Americans 
need 
and 
wherein w-e differ from 
continental 
Eu ropean nations to ou r disadv antage 
is the social, school and congregation­ 
al cu ltiv ation of mu sic. 
At 
social 
gatherings of y ou ng Americans 
y ou 
seldom hear good part 
singing 
in 
which all, or the majority , join. Bring 
ing a serenade with really good sing­ 
ing Is a rare tiling. 
Not so in Eu rope 
There one can, of an ev ening, often 
hear good q u artet singing and will be 
su rprised to learn that the singers are 
work ingmen. 
Ou r pu blic schools and 
academies also hav e not fostered v o­ 
cal mu sic as they shou ld hav e 
done, 
thou gh it seems that in this partic­ 
u lar things are changing for the bet­ 
ter. 
When mu sic shall be appreciated 
and u nderstood in the 
home, school 
and chu rch, then may v /e hope to see 
composers and great artists in ou r 
midst, and when we hav e them they 
will be v alu ed.

and concu ssion of the brain; George

cru shed. 
On the soldiers’ train two baggage 
cars were packed with canv as tents 
and stov es, and these 
stay ed the 
shock. 
As it was, howev er, many in 
the forward coaches were tossed abou t 
and confu sion that became a panic 
reigned u ntil the commanding officers 
took control and marshaled their men 
on the right-of-way to take stock. The 
hospital corps of the regiment was or­ 
dered to the front and cared for the 
inju red.

In the Third district Edwin C. Bu r­ 
leigh. representing the district former­ 
ly represented by J. G. Blaine and 
Seth L. Milliken, a district which has 
alway s been solidly Repu blican, has 
been defeated by a small plu rality , 
his opponent being Samu el W. Gou ld, 
who has ru n against Mr. Bu rleigh for 
six consecu tiv e times. 
In this district 
the issu e was fou ght ou t on the tariff 
and the cities and large towns, in 
which the high cost of liv ing argu ment 
had great weight, went solidly against 
the Repu blicans.
